Berlin Radio Says No. 2 
Nazi "Victim of Hallu­ 
cinations"

H itler's first 
choice was M arshal G oehring.

sociation w ith the fuehrer.

H itler’s 
M unich beer parlor putsch of 1923 I 
and Hess helped him 
w rite 
his 
book. “Mein k a m p f”, which since 
has become known as the “Bible” 
of the Nazi m ovement. 
Hess m et H itler when th e latter 
was a corporal on the

front in the World war, and from 
then on was a close confidant.. He 
was wounded in the M unich putsch. 
W hen the Nazi m ovem ent really 
began to m ake headw ay Hess be­ 
cam e H itler’* 
private 
secretary, 
and often appeared 
a t 
m eetings 
where H itler could not be present 
personally, 
During- an internal party crisis 
before H itler cam e to power, Hess 
cleaned house so efficiently 
and 
ruthlessly th a t the fuehrer nam ed 
him his deputy in party affairs in 
December 
1933, after 
the 
Nazi 
party had taken over all power in 
G erm any.

the Mediterranean. 
In any event 
Hitler can occupy all of continental 
Europe.” 
On this ‘‘transformation,’’ he as­ 
set ted 
that 
the 
British 
armies 
could not invade Hitler's Europe, 
nor could Hitler "with all the 6,- 
000,000 men ” he commands and his 
“superior air force” now cross the 
channel to England. 
He added that to Invade Hitler’s 
Europe “would require us to pre­ 
pare 5,000,000 men in addition to 
the British army" and that it would 
take IO years to 
build 
40,000.000 
tons of shipping possibly needed to 
land troops quickly. 
"And Hitler,” he said, "could not 
start toward 
the 
United 
States 
without equal preparation. 
“Therefore, with this transforma­ 
tion it does not appear that this 
war can be brought to a conclusion 
by am ies or navies for years and 
years to come.” 
The second "hard fact,’” he de­ 
clared. is that Japan—our ally in 
the last war—is allied openly now 
to the Axis, and 
"only 
awaits a 
favorable moment 
to 
realize her 
ambitions in Asia.” This, he said, 
would 
necessitate 
i m m e d i a t e 
strengthening of U. S. defenses in 
the Pacific.
